The loss of thia tooth iJr 
i Smith cited as one "f the common 
; •*■* '•""'■^f* couses of pyorrhea, 
: T.ll. Relation of Teeth to Health 
I He quoted the .Utement of Dr 
I Charles Mayo of Rochester that 80 
Por cent of all systemic diseases 
I originate In the mouth and throat. 
While he said that he was not pre 
pared to accept the sutement In Its 
entirety, still u was worth con.id- 
ermtion, Dr. smith recommended 
care of school children's teeth to 
prevent sickness and general epl- 
demies, thus decreasing school ab- 
sence and failure, and produced 
some statistics whfth Indicated at 
least that there w., a relationship 
between criminal conduct on the 
part of children and neglected teeth 
He quoted Judge Barthelmy of the 
Chicago Juvenile Courts who Mid 
I that, m her years of experience In 
those courts she had never sen a 
Phyaiclslly normal child there.
